Wesleyan Church 
Threatened With 
Doctrinal Crisis 


Advanced Interpretations of the 
Bible by Rev. George Jackson 
Are Questioned 


London, Oct, 26.--A_ doctrinal 
crisis has declared itself in the Wes- 
leyan Church, following the contro- 
versy over the appointment of Rev. 
Geo, Jackson to Didsbury College, 
and as a means of counteracting the 
tendencies to advanced  interpreta- 
tions of the Bible, a society has been 
formed known as the Wesley Bible 
Union. Sir Wm. Smith is president, 
and Rev. Mr. Speirs and Hayward 
Heath honorary secretaries, In a 
statement of the crisis just issued by 
the union, the signatories of which 
are seventeen ministers and laymen, 
all well known in church circles, it is 


stated: 
“We are deeply convinced that the 


main causes of the continued = de- 
crease in the membership of the 
churches and in the number of our 
Sunday school svholars is the pre- 


valence of doctrines which cast doubt 
upon authority of the Holy Scripture 
and even on the authority of Our 
Lord Himself, These doctrines rob 
the church of any definite and «au- 
thoritative revelation, associating the 
Bible itself as a mixture of legends, 
myths, fables, speculative human 
opinions and ‘even fabricated stories 
and forged documents, with only a 
$ubstratum of veracious history. It 
is clear to us that if we are to have 
a revival of religion, the chureh must 
clear herself from doctrines such us 
these.” 

Rev. Mr. Speirs says that the letter 
of Rev. Mr. Jackson and other writ- 
ings of that gentleman are an em- 
phatic challenge to all who held the 
doctrines formulated by Wesley, his 
position being rendered more serious

Provincial Department Issues 
Report Dealing With Activi- 
ties of Year 


An interim report of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, tabled in 


the Legislature on Saturday,  indi- 
cates a number of important § ad- 
vances made during the year. «An 


increase in the number of weed in- 
spectors employed is shown and a 
reduction in the area covered by 
cach In addition to this, all newly- 
formed rural municipalities had in- 
spectors covering their districts. on 
account of a larger area being under 
summer fallow there is a considerable 
reduction in the prevalence of weeds, 
especially in regard to tumbling mus- 
tard. Russian thistle, Canada thistle, 
and stink weed all show a tendency 
to increase, The decrease in weeds 
ic to some extent due to the increase 
in the amount of stock. 

A good deai of cdueational work 
was done by means of short-course 
schools in agriculture ‘held in nine 
centres. A new line. of educational 
work, that of curing meat, was started 
by the live stock commissioner. This 
Work was taken right to the farms 
and was greatly appreciated. A big 
increase in the hog. industry is 
shown, and it promises to become one 
of the leading features of agriculture 
in this province. 

The publicity cominissioner's re- 
port shows a keen demand for in- 
formation about the land and natural 
resources of the province. During 
the year an effort was made to secure 
help for farmers and a special dele- 
gntion was sent to Scotland to interest 
farm laborers, This work met with 
considerable success during the sum- 
mer, and the immigration officer for 
the province at Winnipeg made = ar- 
rangemients for sending 5,000 har- 
vesters into Alberta.

The big league magnates heretofore have refused to recognize the fra- 
ternity and have paid little attention to its threats. The fraternity was or- 
ganized more han a year ago. 


Included in the twenty demands which the players make are the fol- 
lowing: 
Abolition of the reserve Clause in all contracts. 
That all contracts be equally binding upon club and player. 
At present they bind only the player, 
That when a major league Player is released to a minor 


league club dufing midseason the minor league club, must pay 
him the same salary that his major league contract callad for. 

That all players be furnished with two complete uniforms 
each year. Some clubs have forced players to buy their own 
uniforms.
